ONE WAY TO STOP IT 


A man in McAlester a few clays ago was fined $500 for 


driving an automible while intoxicated. About two years ago 
a judge in North Carolina gave a man two years in the state 
prison for driving on a public highway while drunk. 


In the latter case, the defendant appealed to the stats 


supreme court on the ground that two years was excessive 
for the offense. The supreme court in affirming the verdict 
stated that an automobile is dangerous when in the hands of 
a person who is intoxicated, in fact more dangerous than the 
same man would be with a pistol. 


These are but instances of the necessity of keeping liquor 


out of one's system or keep off the roads in cars. Some British 
writer said that if America did not have prohibition, she 
would have to put it in in order to protect the people on the 
highways.
